The committee was ap- 
pointed at the last meeting of the associa- 
tion to consider the advisability of petition- 
ing Congress to equalize the land grants 
for the establishment and maintenance of 
State universities. 

From the beginning of the century it hds 
been customary to make certain land grants 
for the purpose named to States on their 
admission into the Union. The original 
plan was to give to each State two town- 
ships, or.seventy-two sections, and Mis- 
souri received her seventy-two sections in 
1821. But by some means the grants were 
unequally distributed.. Some States re- 
ceived only one township, some two, some 
three and a few receiv four, while some 
of the older States, Massachusetts, for in- 
stance, which was admitted before the 
custom prevailed, received none. 

The committee will decide to have a 
bill prepared and presented to Congress 
as early as possible this session to equalize 
the distribution. The Governmest owns 
millions of acres of land in the West, and 
as it is not essential that the grants shall 
be made of land in the State in which any 

ven university is located, the association 

elieves that what additional lands are 
needed for the equalization can readily be 
apportioned.

The river was low and the current gentle 
the first of the week, but Thursday night 
it was transformed — raging torrent, 
with a current of more fhan five miles per 
hour. The river is filled with drift, sow 
logs, shanty boats, and all manner of plun- 
—— that has been caught by the sudden 
rise. 

The river men who were taken by sur- 
prise by Thursday night's rise, and found 
their wharf boats away out in the stream 
Friday morning profited by their experi- 
ence, and Friday night’s rise fail to 
catch them. They had a sufficient force of 
men at work and kept their wharf-boats 
near the shore and the end of the gang- 
planks on d land. ; 

A slight rise is anticipated by the Signal 
Service to-day and to-night, but the rains 
all over the State havé ceased, and it is 
thought the water will recede almost as 
rapidly as it came. 

The sudden rise almost depopulated Lit- 
tle Oklahoma, the settlement at the foot of 
Destrehan street. There were formerly 
sixty families residing there, but the high 
water has driven more than half that num- 
ber away. Those who lived in boats fared 
little better than those who lived in the rude 
shanties on the bank. A number of the 
latter wére overturned and carried away 
by the flood. Some of thé boats were not 
water-tight and would not float. Groups 
of persons who formerly found shelter in 
these habitations. now surround fires built 
along the bank and are endeavoring to 
keep warm. Some are working to get their 
boats out on dry land and render them habi- 
table again, while others are sitting around 
waiting for the water to fall.

The fact that a of tex 
pleting the Treasury in support of Great 
Britain’s bluff can, throw the; President 
inte a fright emphasizes the supreme 
folly, of restricting our redemption re- 
sources to à small fund of gold which + 
can be drawn upon at will by those whom 
selfish interests prompt to reduce it. 
The Administration has the power to 
prevent a drain of the ‘gold stock of the 


legislation. The law expressly confers 
this power in giving the Treasury the 
option of paying its obligations in coin, 
that is; in gold or silver. By exercising 
this option, without dependence upon 
the slow and uncertain action of the 
Congress, the President can put a stop 
to any raid which threatens the coun- 
try’s credit or the interests of business. 
To do this it is not necessary that the 
President should renounce his gold stan- 
dard opinions or policy. He need not re- 
fuse to pay any notes or obligations in 
gold. He can permit the holders of 
Treasury notes ta Secure all the gold 
demanded by the legitimate requirements 
of business. All he need do is to fix 
a reasonable limit and refuse to pay Git 
gold when it is apparent that back of 
the demand is an intention to create 
speculative disturbance or to deplete the 
gold reserve in order to inflict damage 
upon the credit and business interests of 
the country. 

Great Britain is a gold standard coun- 
try, yet the Bank of England would 
permit neither foreigners nor English- 
men to draw at will upon its gold re- 
sources. The 14 of Francg maintains 
a standing rule limiting the amount of 
gold that may be drawn out and reserv- 
ing the privilege of paying, all obliga- 
tions in silver when the sitdation seems 
to require the protection of its gold re- 
sources. Surely the United. States may 
do that much to prevent a hostile raid 
on the Treasury. 

Although we think that Congress 
should promptly meet all the reasonable 
demands of the President and should be 
ready to protect the country’s credit, 
yet we do not believe there is any ground 
for a scare. The news is reassuring. 
The reports upon which the President's 
extraordinary’ message was based are 
denied, The market shows strong signs 
of recovery. There is plenty of money 
and an abundant stock of gold in the 
country. Business is on a sound basis 
and is undisturbed by the operations of 
speculators. Yesterday’s excitement was 
@ speculative flurry which began and 
ended in the stock exchanges and was, 
in fact, scarcely felt outside of Wall 
Street. 

But if the President has reason to 
think that the British financiers intend 
to make a raid on our gold reserve for 
the purpose of creating a panic and thus 
bulldozing us into submission to the 
British Foreign Office, he has effectual 
power to checkmate their plans. To re- 
fuse to use that power because it would 
appear to be a concession to silver sen- 
timent would be in the nature of a crime. 
It would be a sacrifice of public interests 
to pride of opinion.
